The Vitamin A Content 


of Holstein and Jersey Cream * 
I. L. HATHAWAY and H. P. DAVIS 


ROM the results obtained in our study of the vitamin 
Fa content of the milk of Holstein, Ayrshire, Jersey and 

Guernsey cows it was concluded that under the condi- 
tions of our experiments, the difference in the vitamin 
A content of the milk produced by these breeds was in- 
significant. Subsequent experiments indicated that sepa- 
rated milk containing only a small amount of fat, con- 
tained also only small quantities of vitamin A and that the 
standardization of the butterfat content of milk reduced 
its vitamin A potency. It is well known that Jersey milk 
has a higher average content of butterfat than Holstein 
milk and that with the cream screw set to deliver a certain 
definite richness of cream and all other conditions normal, 
the separator will deliver a definite ratio of skim milk 
to cream. In view of these results the question arose 
whether Holstein and Jersey cream, having the same 
percentage of butterfat, are always equal as a source of 
vitamin A. 


Experimental Procedure 


Milk was taken from groups of four to nine cows which 
were typical of the breed. All cows used were from the 
Experiment Statién herd, and the groups were selected for 
uniformity of age, stage of lactation, number of lactations 
and stage of gestation. The cows in each group were 
milked four times daily and were fed a ration composed of: 


Corn 200 Lbs. Gluten Feed 100 Lbs, 
Oats 200 Lbs. Beet pulp 100 Lbs. 
Bran 150 Lbs. Cottonseed Meal 50 Lbs. 
Hominy 50 Lbs. Salt 10 Lbs. 
Linseed oil meal 50 Lbs. Lime 10 Lbs. 

Bone Meal 5 Lbs. 


The average daily food consumption per cow was 
approximately 20 to 25 pounds of silage, 5 to 20 pounds of 
grain, and 20 pounds of alfalfa hay. 


An aliquot portion of the milk produced by each cow at 
each milking during a 24-hour period was taken. The milk 
from each group was pooled separately, thoroughly mixed 
and separated in a hand separator. The cream screw was 
set to deliver 20 per cent Holstein cream and the Jersey 
milk was separated by the same separator and then 
standardised to 20 per cent by the addition of the Jersey 
separated milk. In Experiment I the Holstein milk tested 
3.4 and the Jersey milk 6.4 per cent butterfat. In Experi- 
ment II the Holstein milk contained 3.5 and the Jersey 
milk 6.7 per cent butterfat. The original plan was to set 
the cream screw to deliver 20 per cent Holstein cream and 
then adjust it later to deliver 20 per cent Jersey cream, 
but this method proved too time-consuming and difficult 
to be practical. The cream was bottled in one-half pint 
milk bottles and stored at 0° C. until used.

The vitamin A determinations were made by comparing 
the growth produced by groups of rats which were fed 
these creams as their source of vitamin A. Pied male and 
female rats, 24 to 28 days old and weighing between 35 
and 45 grams were fed a vitamin A free basal ration com- 
posed of vitamin A free casein 18%; corn starch 63%; 
McCollum $185 salt mixture 4%; and dried Fleischmann’s 
yeast 15%. The antirachitic factor was supplied by irrad- 
iation of the corn starch and the yeast with a Cooper- 
Hewitt quartz mercury vapor lamp run at 2.4 amperes, 


220 volts. The rats were fed distilled water to which 
iodine was added once each week. The rats were 
weighed twice each week, except during the 


depletion period at which time they were weighed daily. 
The litters were allotted so that, as far as possible, related 
animals were in each group of the experiment. Each rat 
was placed in an individual cage at weaning and remained 
there until the experiment was completed. The negative 
controls received only the basal ration, while the positive 
controls received the basal ration supplemented with 0.1 
cubic centimeter of cod liver oil daily. The feeding of the 
creams began when ophthalmia was in its incipient stage 
or when there was a cessation of growth. The depletiun 
period lasted four to five weeks while the feeding trial 
lasted eight weeks. In the first experiment the creams 
were fed at 0.2 and 0.4 cubic centimeter levels while in 
the second experiment they were fed at 0.18 cubic cnti- 
meter levels. 

The results of the two experiments are summarized 
in Table 1 and are statistically examined in Table 2. The 
group fed 0.2 cubic centimeter of Holstein cream made an 
average gain per rat of 52.5 + 1.74 grams while the group 
fed 0.2 cubic centimeter of Jersey cream made an average 
gain of only 36.9 + 1.83 grams. The group fed 0.4 cubic 
centimeter of Holstein cream gained 75.4 + 2.30 grams 
while the corresponding Jersey group gained 55.0 + 1.61 
grams. When these differences of 15.6 and 20.4 were 
divided by their probable errors, values of 6.16 and 7.26 
respectively were obtained. Since differences of 3.2 or 
more times the probable error are considered significant, it 
is evident that these differences were statistically signi- 
ficant and that the Holstein cream was more potent in 
vitamin A, than was the Jersey cream. 

In Experiment II each kind of cream was fed at 0.18 
c. c. levels. The group fed Holstein cream made an aver- 
age gain per rat of 38.4 + 1.02 grams while the group fed 
Jersey cream gained 27.0 + 1.41 grams. When this differ- 
ence of 11.4 was divided by its probable error a value of 
6.57 was obtained. It was again evident that the differ- 
ence was statistically significant and that the conclusion 
drawn from Experiment I was confirmed. 

From the results obtained in these experiments it was 
concluded that when Holstein and Jersey cows are main- 
tained under similar feeding conditions, if the butterfat 
content of the milk produced varies widely, as in these

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Butter-fat versus “Butter” 


By MALCOLM H. GARDNER, Supt. Emeritus 


URING late months, some interest has been mani- 
D fested in the way production records of Holstein- 

Friesian cows are stated in catalogs and adver- 
tisements, some criticising and some defending the 
use of the term “‘butter.’’ The controversy is old; and it 
has occurred to me that a brief historical sketch, touch- 
ing on the main points, might be of interest to our 
younger breeders. 

When our Advanced Registry System was adopted in 
1885, there was no practicable way of measuring the 
production of the cows tested, other 
than by weight of churned butter. 
So, the committee appointed to fix 
requirements for entry to the Ad- 
vanced Register made fifteen pounds 
of churned butter, produced in seven 
consecutive days, the minimum pro- 
duction for the entry of a full aged 
cow, with such lesser requirements 
as it deemed proportional for cows 
calving at less than five years of age. 
There was, during the first ten years 
of advanced registration, no disin- 
terested supervision of the testing 


done, tests being reported over the 
affidavit of the owner and his as- 
sistants, if any.

Meanwhile, chemists in the Dairy Department of the 
Wisconsin Agricultural College. at Madison had _ been 
working on the problem of devising some means of meas- 
uring accurately, and without analysis, the fat content 
of milk, the method to be commercially practicable; 
and I think that Prof. Short was the first to make prog: 
ress along this line. He set free the fat by the use of 
acids, and then tried to get it into measurable condition 
by boiling in water. The method was but a partial suc- 
cess: IT broke a number of my bottles the first time I 
tried it, and soon gave it up as not commercially prac- 
ticable. But it occurred to Prof. Babcock that the fat 
could be gotten into measurable shape by the use of 
centrifugal force, it being the lightest constitutent of 
milk; and he not only simplified the process of reducing 
to ash the solids of milk other than fat, but he built a 
crude centrifugal machine that accomplished all that he 
expected from it. The fat in milk became for the first 
time quickly and accurately measurable, and the dairy 
industry was placed on a sound commercial basis. Selec- 
tive registration was half way to its goal of success. 

In the summer of 1893, a great World’s Fair was 
held in Chicago. The Jersey and Guernsey Associations 
sent selected herds for the production competition; but 
the Holstein-Friesian Association could send none. <A 
great business depression had begun, later in some 
respects even worse than the present, and, owing to its 
sad experience with bull calf bounties, our Association 
had no money to spare to finance such a project. In 
the competition, actual butter was made. But it was a 
long and tedious process, and everyone connected with 
it became thoroughly tired of the job. Prof. Babcock’s 
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crude machine was there on exhibition, and the chem- 
ists pronounced it accurate. 

So, in the late testing of certain classes it was de- 
cided to use butterfat production as a basis for compari- 
son, and to consider eight-tenths of a pound of fat as 
found in the milk as equivalent to one pound of churned 


butter. I made several visits to the World’s Fair that 
summer, and wrote Mr. Hoxie that churned butter 
as a measure of production was at an end. At its 
next annual meetings the Association authorized the 
optional use of the Babcock in 
testing for advanced registration, 


with eight-tenths of a pound of fat 
to be held equal to one pound of 
churned butter, and thereby adopted 
the 80% basis still sticking tightly 
in many minds. 

Being a somewhat skilled butter- 
maker myself, being able to obtain 
from private customers in Chicago 
and Milwaukee 25% above retail 
prices for my product, I was inclined 
to question the advisability of such 
hasty action. I could not foresee 
the short-time testing of thousands 
on thousands of Holstein-Friesian 
cows about to begin; but I wanted 
a correct basis for selective regis- 
tration. Supervision by colleges of 
tests for advanced registration was 
yet in the future, and the teachers 
took little more than academic inter- 
est in our efforts to establish selec- 
tive registration. I had not at that 
time made the acquaintance of Profs. Wing and. Wohl: 
but I took an early opportunity of questioning Profs 
3abcock and Short as to their opinion of butter with 
but eight-tenths of a pound fat in the milk allowed for 
one pound of churned butter. Their views summed up 
about like this: 

Such butter would be very moist, and might be con- 
sidered in a certain sense as adulterated; it could hardls 
rate as A No. 1. The Chicago scale was arbitrarily made 
and was in no way to be held as forming any precedent 
as to the amount of at required for the best butter 
Kighty per cent was an even amount, and it was easy to 
add one-fourth of itself to the fat produced to obtain 
the equivalent in butter. In the Chicago competition 
it was fair as between cows so tested, and was reason- 
ably fair in the comparison of such tests with the tests 
of cows with butter actually made. With the few test 
the Holstein-Friesian people were likely to make, most 
any reasonably close factor would do well enough for 
comparison of fat tests with those of churned butte 
already made. 

Mr. Houghton had not been very enthusiastic on the 
subject of advanced registration, but about this time 
became an earnest convert; and it is to him, I think 
that we owe the thought that if our testing could in 
some way be done by disinterested parties, the tests 
would be worth something. With this thought in his 
mind, it occurred to Mr. Hoxie, I believe, to apply to 
the state agricultural eolleges for assistance. I do not 
know whether this was just before or just after the 
annual meeting of 1895; for times were too hard for 
me to attend the meetings just at that time. Prof. Wing 


would, no doubt, know; for it was he who made the 
first test of a Holstein-Friesian cow, under the _ plan 
adopted at the 1895 annual meeting, at which $1,000 


was voted as prize money. Wisconsin, too, was willing 
to assist, and some other colleges followed their lead. 
When Mr. Hoxie wrote me what had been done, I was 
indeed pleased; for we now had a real basis upon which 
to build up a system of selective registration. 

I named such tests “‘official,’’ and wrote of them as 
A. R. O. (advanced registry official) tests to distinguish 
them from the private tests up to that time made. Time 
went on, and the official testing gradually increased. 
while private testing went into the discard. By the

middle of 1901, quite a number of official tests had 
been made; and with the permission of the Board of 
Ofticers, Mr. Houghton, with Mr. Hoxie’s assistance, pre-. 
pared and published a little book, containing lists of the 
cows tested, with records and other data, and a list of 
sires With tested daughters, the book being bound in 
blue. As the statistical book of the State of Wisconsin 
was bound in blue and was known as the Wisconsin 
Blue Book, I at once named this little book of Holstein- 
Friesian statistical data the Holstein-Friesian Blue Book. 
I also had the thought that the cattle therein listed 
might be supposed to be of somewhat bluer blood than 
the ordinary cattle of the breed. As a labor of. love, 
and to assist Mr. Houghton, I prepared the copy for the 
second volume of this little book, making improvements 
and suggesting the addition of a list of dams with two 
or more A. R. O. daughters. 

The Holstein-Friesian Register was our breed paper 
of those times, with Mr. Houghton its owner and editor. 
The advertisements, I think, stated all productions in 
terms of ‘‘Butter,’’ few, if any, stating the amount of 
fat produced; while the little Blue Book followed the 
Association rule of stating both the fat produced and 
its equivalent in butter. In advertising, records stated 
in ‘‘butter’’ looked very much larger than if boiled down 
to the actual fact production, and so pleased the vanity 
of many owners; and even at the present time many 
owners may think that such ads make a more favorable 
impression. I did not like the ‘butter’? column in the 
Blue Book, as I knew it was incorrect. But the Asso- 
ciation had approved the 80% basis: and it was close 
enough for comparison of A. R. O. tests with those of 
churned butter, which constituted the bulk of the tests 
so far recorded in the Advanced Register. For such 
comparison we all had to think in terms of butter, and 
very few, indeed, paid any attention to the butterfat 
production itself. We were more interested in getting 
testing done, and in pushing our breed to the front, 
than we were in the niceties of the exact measurement 
of productions. 


But this attitude was a mistake. 
creasing, over 200 cows having been officially tested 
in one year; and the term ‘butter’? was becoming a 
part of the advanced registry nomenclature. I had been 
unable to test because of a siege of contagious abortion 
in my herd; but the herd was now beginning to re- 
cover and I began in a small way, with no preparation 
of cows. Most of the testing was being done in New 
Work and Wisconsin. Mr. Hoxie was one of the most 
conscientious men I ever knew; and the situation began 
to worry him badly. Those of us who were posted knew 
that the Babcock test was practically exhaustive in 
measuring the fat in milk, but that no centrifugal 
separator could do as well in the skimming of the cream 
from the milk. Then we knew that there was quite a 
loss of fat in churning; so that all the fat in the cream 
that went into the churn could not be recovered in the 
butter. Thus of out of 80 lbs. of fat in a certain quant- 
ity of milk, no 80 lbs. of fat could appear in the butter 
made from that milk. We were “padding” 
ords, because it would require about 85 Ibs. of fat in 
the milk, instead of 80 lbs., to make 100 Ibs. of good 


commercial butter. It was high time to do something 
about it. 


Mr. Hoxie appealed to 
doubt, to other close friends. 
Mr. Gillett, then representing Wisconsin on the Board 
of Officers; and we began to agitate it. We pointed 
out the need of common honesty in making public our 
production records; and we stressed that point in every 
possible way. There was a lot of argument pro and con, 
Mr. Matteson and Mr. Houghton being among the lead- 
ers on the “butter” side; but in the course of two years 
a very considerable sentiment against the Association’s 
adhering to the 80% equivalent butter basis was worked 
up. The majority of the Board, however, was for ‘‘but- 
ter.”’ At the annual meeting of 1903, Mr. Hoxie wanted 
Mr. Matteson to allow me to address the Board on the 
subject of butterfat vs. alleged butter; but Mr. Matteson 
declined, on the grounds that he did not think that I 
could add anything to what was already known. 


Later, and with the ground well prepared before- 
hand, by quite a majority a resolution was adopted hy 
the Association in open meeting, to the effect that there- 
after all production records of Holstein-Friesian cows,

produced, The ‘Association having gone as far as it 


could, the matter rested till 1913, Mr. Houghton keeping 
up the “‘butter’? column in the Blue Book, and stating 
productions in ‘“‘butter’’ in practically all advertisements 
in the Register. In 1905, after twenty years of earnest 
work for selective registration, Mr. Hoxie retired; and 
I was elected Superintendent of Advanced Registry in 
his place. In the election, Mr. Matteson had been in the 
opposition; and his place as Chairman of the Board was 
taken by Mr. Gillett. During the next two years Mr. 
Matteson and I became very well acquainted; and when 
Mr. Gillett retired in 190/, Mr. Matteson again became 
Chairman of the Board, Mr. Houghton, Mr. Matteson 
and myself were in harmony on practically all matters 
relating to Holstein-Friesian affairs, the exception being 
on butterfat versus alleged butter. 

By a resolution adopted at the annual meeting 
1912, the Association decided to take over the Blue 
and combine it with the Advanced Register; 
mittee was appointed and authorized to buy out Mr. 
Houghton’s rights in the former book. The name of 
Holstein-Friesian Advanced Register Year-Book, sug- 
gested by me, was adopted for the new book. I had it 
bound in blue because, after I had condensed the Ad- 
vanced Register part, the Blue Book part constituted 
the larger portion of the book; but I numbered it 
though it were the Advanced Register only. 
ton published the last volume of the old 
1912, it being several times the size of 
1901. 

When the copy for the first volume 
book was ready for the printers, I had 
pages printed, and took these sets to a meeting of the 
Board of Officers, called in the summer of 1913. On 
the presentation of these sample pages, the plan of the

book was highly commended; and I was authorized by 
resolution adopted to go on with the printing. <A few 
moments later I saw Mr. Houghton intently studying 


the pages of his set of samples, and then lean over and 
speak to Mr. Matteson; and I surmised at once that 
“butter’’ was to the front again. Mr. Matteson looked 
at his own set for a moment; and then turning to me 
he asked with a smile why I had left out the butter 
column, as found in the Blue Book taken over by the 
Association. I replied that I had acted in accordance 
with a resolution adopted by the Association, barring 
all mention of so-called equivalent butter from all pub- 
lications of the Association, and also called attention 
to the fact that the page was full as it stood. 


Mr. Matteson considered for a moment, and then said, 


“But this is a very important matter, as the larger part 
of our breeders think of records in terms of butter. 
Could you in any way rearrange the page matter so as 
include a butter column? Would there be time to make 
such a change before printing, and yet have the book 
out on time?’ ‘Yes,’ said I, “but cutting out the per 
cent fat column and closing up a trifle, room can be 


made for an equivalent butter column, and it would not 
take long to revise the copy and insert such a column; 
but what of the action taken by the Association?’ [ 
knew that as the Board of Officers then stood, a major- 
ity would favor a “butter’’ column; and I demurred 
to anything being done by the Board that would nullify 
an action of the Association, saying that while all mat- 
ters pertaining to advanced registration and the Year- 
Book were, in truth, in the hands of the Board, it was 
not in accordance with precedent for the Board of Offi- 
cers to rescind any action of the Association taken in 
open meeting, any such revocation or change being left 
to the Association itself, acting in annual meeting. 


But Mr. Matteson declared that it was an emergency 


that confronted the Board, and that in such an emerg- 
ency it had full power to aet. So, the meeting being 
called to order, a motion to reconsider the resolution 


just adopted was made and carried; and the resolution 
was so amended as to instruct the Superintendent of 
A. R. to add an equivalent butter column to his copy 
for the Year-Book before printing. Thus, by a some- 
what arbitrary and usurping action of the Board of 
Officers, a resolution previously adopted in annual meet- 
ing was revoked; and the Year-Book was printed with a 
“butter’’ column till the Association, in Annual Conven- 
tion, again asserted its will, rescinding the action of the 
Board of Directors of, 1913, and reaffirming its stand 
taken so many years ago.

Maytag Dairy Farms 

LLINOIS State Fair was my next objective, and it 

was a real break for me that an opportunity was given 

to ride down to Maytag’s at Newton, Iowa, and on to 
Springfield with them. It was my first visit to the great 
Maytag establishment, and I’m glad to be able to say that 
it measured quite up to my high advance expectations. 
The show herd, of course, was on the road, but there was 
plenty of makin’s for another one right at home. De- 
CreamCo Calamity Posch, senior herd sire and twice an 
All-American winner, is still breeding actively, though it 
is necessary to keep him in thin condition. He is a stand- 
out for dairy conformation, flesh or no flesh. He is leav- 
ing them a lot of promising calves, and while he is getting 
a rather late start as a sire of record daughters, due to 
a variety of circumstances, he already has four two-year- 
olds in as many herds above 800 lbs. butter and a 3-year- 
old here is on the way to 880 lbs. fat this year. There 
will be more of them among the 30 daughters now in the 
herd. His son, Posch Ormsby Fobes, out of Wisconsin 
Fobes 7th, has developed into a great, deep-bodied 2-year- 
old that will apparently work along with Posch himself 
in fine shape. Man-O-War 62d, out with the show herd, 
is also getting considerable service, and his calves that 
we saw at the Schmidt’s are real stuff. One of his sons 
took the blue at New York State Fair this year. Then, of 
course, Man-O-War 30th is available, although he has spent 
the past year in service at F. L. Maytag’s Ceylon Court 
Farm at Lake Geneva, Wis. 

In the test barn, we were particularly interested to see 
Walker Acres Maid Ormsby, now on her sixth lactation, 
and promising above 1.000 lbs. fat this time. She milked 
up to 130 lbs. after freshening in March, and has 520 Ibs. 
fat in her first five months. In her first five lactations, she 
has nearly 3,600 lbs. fat, 102,190 lbs. milk. “Little Lassie,” 
Man-O-War 2-year-old in the All-American Produce last 
year, is promising well over 800 lbs. fat in 3-year-old form. 
They have 23 of these Man-O-War daughters in the herd, 
some of them still to freshen for the first time, and they 
are going to make a lot of history with them. Esther 
(1,093.5 lbs. fat at 4 years), is probably the best one as 
there are mighty few like her anywhere, but most all of 
them seem to have just a little extra punch when it comes 
to production. 

Among the older matrons in the herd should be men- 
tioned Cornflower Ormsby Star (1,000.5 lbs. fat); Rockvale 
Prairie Maid Homestead (930.5 Ibs. fat); a sister of 
Elenora; and Silver Glen Clothilde Ormsby (956 lbs. fat at 
4 years), getting in full bloom for Waterloo. (Note: Poor 
“Clothilde” died Waterloo week from complications at 
calving.) After Des Moines, she joined the show herd and 
we learn that she crashed through to grand championship 
at Indiana State Fair. We are not surprised, for it will 
take a real one to touch her this year. Prince Ormsby 
Inka May (son of Sir Inka May) is under lease to Cornell 
University, but they have about thirty of his daughters, 
many of them in the test barns—a big-bodied, high testing 
group. His son, Prince Ormsby Aaggie Homestead, All- 
American two-year-old last year, may be seen out yet 
before the season is finished. (Note: He was indeed— 
Grand Champion at Waterloo.) 

Things are running mighty smoothly at the farm under 
Mel Campbell’s capable management, and with Jock Mc- 
Cormack as herdsman. The whole product of the herd 
finds a ready market, about 1,200 pints a day going as 
chocolate or white milk to the Maytag Washer plant, and 
the balance to supply local hospital and hotel trade. The 
whole herd of nearly 150 head tested negative on a blood 
test in August. Mr. E. H. Maytag, owner, is also presi- 
dent of the Maytag Company, and he was feeling parti- 
cularly pleased over the fact that the factory was running 
at full capacity with two shifts a day; had booked 50% 
more erders during August than in any previous month in 
the company’s history.

In Wisconsin 
After the great show at Illinois State Fair, my route 
lead up to Wisconsin for three intensive days before Wis- 
consin State Fair. With Waukesha as headquarters, and 
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Vid Vye as mentor and guide, we started out on Saturday 
with the Milwaukee County Institutions at Wauwatosa 
first on the list. E. C. Thompson, first county agent in 
Milwaukee county, has been in charge of the herd for the 
past eight years. They are farming some 950 acres, of 
which 75 acres is in truck gardens for institution use. 
The herd numbers 240 head, of which about one third are 
daughters of the former herd sire, King Canary Home- 
stead Segis. De Kol Pabst Korndyke Star was also in 
service here for a time. Present sires are Carnation Inka 
Baron, a son of Sir Inka May from Carnation Walker 
Inka, 1,000-lb. fat daughter of Segis Walker Matador; Reed- 
a-line Paul Segis Pontiac., Homestead-bred bull that has 
sired such sensational heifers for John Piper of Fort 
Atkinson (five of them made up the champion calf club 
group this year at Wisconsin—shown by the five Piper 
brothers); and King Bessie Ormsby Pietertje 36th, a real 
King Bessie senior yearling out of Pietertje Ormsby Fobes 
Mooie 3d, with 834 lbs. fat at 4% years. They are running 
15 head in Class B yearly test. Among the group are a 
number of particularly fine granddaughters of Marathon 
Bess Burke, with records up to over 800 lbs. fat and 26,000 
ibs. milk in Class B. One new state record in this division 
was recently completed here by Queen Manawa Bess 
Burke, her figures being 716.1 lbs. fat in 10 months, also 
having a yearly record of 787.6 lbs. fat in the same lacta- 
tion. The herd has about the most complete health rec- 
ord we have seen, blood test records running back since 
about the beginning of Mr. Thompson’s tenure. Abortion 
Accredited Certificate No. 3 for Wisconsin is held by this 
herd.

Milford Meadows Stock Farm, Lake Mills, Wis., has 
been breeding good Holsteins for many years. John Last, 
herdsman for seven years, has been in complete charge of 
operations since the first of the year, and is doing a good 
job of it. The herd now numbers 150 head, and there are 
still left some 11 daughters of King Bess Burke Ormsby, 
and 12 daughters of Marathon Aaggie, famous herd sires 
of an earlier day—sons of Bess Burke Ormsby and Aag- 
gie Wayne Peep. There are eight cows here with records 
above 800 lbs. fat, including Milford Ludwig Bess Burke, 
who is still state champion 3-year-old milk producer in 
7-day test (717.8 lbs.) and among the leaders with her 
862-lb. yearly fat record. Milford Piebe Ormsby, with a 
919-lb. fat record, has averaged 578 lbs. fat for 7 years in 
Cc. T. A. with a 4.17% average test for the period. Sir 
Triune Pansy is still here although largely retired from 
service. Sir Bess Ormsby Great, son of Winterthur Bess 
Ormsby Great and Miss Inka Bess (863 lbs. fat at 3% 
years) is in heavy service; also King Bessie Ormsby Pie- 
tertje 10th (out of M B B Beauty) until their young King 
Bessie bull out of an 800-lb. fat daughter of Tritomia Pie- 
tertje Ormsby reaches service age. The farming opera- 
tions cover 662 acres, and John was particularly proud of 
a 135-acre corn field, one of the largest single fields in the 
state. Sudan pasture for calves is being tried successfully. 
They are planning to start a string on Class A test this 
fall. Another good place to be at lunch time—if you are 
not fearful of your waist-line.

HAT a time this is to lay foundations for a herd 
W: pure bred Holsteins, or to raise the level of 


quality of herds already established! Prices are 
undoubtedly lower than they have any license to be, and 
are bound to go materially higher as general conditions 
improve. 

The Holstein market right now is apparently suffer- 
ing from the production of control features of the pro- 
posed milk code, with evident corresponding benefits 
to the lower producing breéds. In the last analysis, 
however, efficiency of milk production is going to mark 
the difference between success and failure in the dairy 
business, and we haven’t a shadow of doubt about the 
permanence of the Holstein cow in the dairy picture. 

Production control is undoubtedly essential in the 
present dairy situation, but the way to achieve it is not 
by concentrating on lower producing cattle, but rather 
by culling out on a large scale the inefficient producing 
cows Of all breeds and colors, and making funds avail- 
able to complete promptly the elimination and slaugh- 
ter of diseased animals. 


Value of Organization 


TTENTION is called to the report by Allen Crissey 
A of the recent hearing on milk régulations for the 

State of Massachusetts. The cards were apparently 
all set to legislate the Holstein breed out of the special 
milk picture in that state by requiring a 4.4% test and 
a 12.6% total solid content. The Massachusetts, New 
England and National Holstein-Friesian Associations 
got busy and protected the interests of dairymen and 
consumers alike by securing a change of, the require- 
ment to provide for proper standards of cleanliness and 
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fundamental milk quality, and a simple statement of 
the minimum fat content on the bottle cap. 

With the newer knowledge of nutrition, and the recent 
proof of the greater vitamin A potency of Holstein 
buttérfat as well as the other special characteristics of 
Holstein milk that make it preferred .by many con- 
sumers, it would have been highly illogical and against 
the public interest to legislate Holstein milk out of the 
special markets of a great consuming state like Massa- 
chusetts. 

Is it an act of desperation on the part of the low 
milk producing high fat-testing breeds to attempt to 
override the laws of economics by securing special laws 
discriminating against the milk of the Holstein cow, or 
is it merely an effort by dealers to gain some fancied 
competitive advantage? 

In any event, it evidently behooves the Holstein- 
Friesian industry to be constantly on the watch.

Red Cross Roll Call 


HE Annual Roll Call of the American Red Cross, 
"T ietween Armistice Day and Thanksgiving, is your 

opportunity to join the noblest army of mercy and 
relief. Here is a brief summary of a part of the Red 
Cross activities of the past year: 

During the past 12 months the Red Cross has given 
relief to those in need because of unemployment, dis- 
aster and related causes, in every state, in practically 
every county, of the United States. 

With 85,000,000 bushels of government wheat it 
produced and distributed 10,500,000 barrels of flour— 
84,000,000 24%-pound sacks—to nearly 6,000,000 fam- 
ilies, more than 25,000,000 men, women and children. 

From 844,000 bales of government cotton it pro- 
duced 104,000,000 garments to help clothe more than 
5,000,000 families. 

Twenty-six hundred and twenty-seven chapters ex- 
pended $2,420,000 in relief in various forms to the un- 
employed. 

Ninety-two disasters in the U. S 
required Red Cross relief. The

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appropriated $382,200 -for relief Work- in -these dis- 
asters in addition to contributions raised locally. In 
12 weeks disaster service was given in 147 counties in:

men in service were assisted. 

Seven hundred Red Cross public health nurses made 
more than a million home visits, inspected a million 
school children. Hundreds of nurses volunteered for 
disaster work. 

Sixty-five thousand First Aid Certificates were issued. 

Seventy-five thousand individuals enrolled in Life 
Saving classes. 

Thirty-five thousand students of Home Hygiene were 
awarded certificates. 

Six million, seven hundred thousand school children 
enrolled in the Junior Red Cross, served in their com- 
munities.

Although now nearly ten 
years old, she headed the aged cow section at Waterloo 
Dairy Cattle Congress and Eastern States Exposition and 
Ohio State Fair, winning in class and also grand cham- 
pionship honors at Illinois State Fair, Maryland State 
Fair, Trenton Inter-State Fair and Reading, Pa. Fair. Last 
year, she was grand champion at Maryland and Ohio State 
Fairs, and second to Ellenvale at Waterloo. In 1931, she 
was grand champion at Maryland and Eastern States. The 
previous two years she was shown by Wisconsin Board of 
Control, with whose herd she won fourth at Waterloo and 
fifth at the National in 1929, winning much comment on 
her beautiful uder. In 1930, freshening at the National, 
she placed second in class at both the National and Water- 


loo. She was purchased after the show season in 1930 by 
her present owners, 


During this five years of showing, Elenora Della Burke 
has won recognition as one of the great cows of the breed, 
and there are few cows today that have as many friends. 
As one spectator put it this year, cow men are always 
pleased when Elenora goes to the top. The three occa- 
sions where she mised out on grand championship honors 
this year were at Waterloo and Ohio where her stablemate 
Dunloggin Gloria, a sensational three-year-old, took the 
purple away from her, and at Eastern States Exposition 
where Cornell Ollie Pride, after defeating Dunloggin Gloria 
in class, went through to grand championship 

Elenora Della Burke has an outstanding production rec- 
ord to her credit in six-year-old form, this being a _ ten- 
months record in Class B of 779 lbs. fat, 20,034.4 lbs. milk 
with an average test of 3.9% fat. She carried calf 216 
days during the test. She is a daughter of Dicmere Sir 
Pietertje Homestead, who has about a half dozen other 
daughters with records of 800 to 986 lbs. fat in the year 
a great breeding bull. He is an inbred son of Pietertje 
Ormsby Mercedes Della, one of the greatest sons of Sir 
P. O. M. 37th, his dam being Loraine Ormsby Mercedes 
Homestead, 1,001 lbs. fat, highest record daughter of the 
Della bull, bred back to her own sire to produce the sire 
of Elenora. We have not a complete progeny record at 
hand, but have seen an older daughter by Governor Fobes 
Ormsby Aaggie who has an udder just like her famous 
dam, at Wisconsin State Reformatory, Green Bay, Wis. 
Dunloggin has a yearling daughter by Pabst Prilly Amer- 
ican Beauty that was a money heifer all around the cir- 
cuit in the senior yearling class this year, and is to be 
watched as a two-year-old in ’34. She also has a son now 
nearly a year old, sired by King Bessie Ormsby Susie, that 
is a junior herd sire at Wisconsin State Reformatory, 
Green Bay, Wis., his name being Dunloggin Gopatis. Her 
last calf, a son born at Waterloo the night before the judg- 
ing, is sired by Admiral Ormsby Fobes Again, one of the 
present Dunloggin herd sires, out of Mercedes, famous 
978-lb. fat daughter of Admiral Ormsby Fobes. This calf 
has been reserved for sometime by J. P. Canby & Son, 
Hulmevile, Pa.

I feel I must write you regarding my former employer’s 
sudden death, Mr. J. D. Bacon, Grand Forks, N. D. Being 
six years herdsman for Mr. Bacon, I am in a position to 
speak of his upright qualities. As a business man, he was 
always on his toes. As a farmer, he did more for the Red 
River Valley than anyone I know of. He was the first to 
grow Alfalfa in North Dakota, and he also developed the 
first corn to ripen in that country. Mr. Bacon bought his 
first Holsteins when I was with him, the foundation being 
bought from W. F. Schilling or Northfield, Minn. He also 
secured 46 females from the Jane Hager Farm, north of 
Warren, Minn. His later additions of two fine bulls from 
the Arden Farm at St. Paul comprised the herd. These 
foulls were Sir Pontiac Ollie, grand champion at North 
Dakota, Fargo, Minnesota, South Dakota as a two-year-old 
in 1918. He was out of K P Snowflake, a daughter of 
‘King of the Pontiacs. The other was a son of King Segis 
Pontiac Count. He was first prize three-year-old at the 
same shows the same year. He was out of Star Watson 
2d, a 1,002-lb. daughter of Sir Johanna Fayne. His herd 
now is comprised of some beautiful descendants of these 
animals. The patrons of the Hotel Dacotah will miss Jerry 
and the Red River Valley has lost its greater booster. I 
extend deepest sympathy to Mrs. Bacon, Myron and Keith; 
also to his brothers, Fred and Julius.

ANOTHER SUGGESTION FOR PRODUCTION CONTROL 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 


Enclosed is a brief outline of a dairy product control 
plan. This is of course the barest outline. Criticism 
will be welcomed. 

We suggest that one third of the processing tax 
be borne by the producer. This will either induce him 
to come in or make him help pay the cost of his folly 
if he stays out. The tax, can be put high enough that 
two thirds will make parity and the farmer that partici- 
pates will not really be out anything. 

The money collected from the non-cooperators and 
the substitute manufacturers should be enough to pay 
for the worthless and diseased animals and give us a 
chance to really clean up. 

I believe the dairy breeds only should be considered 
and likewise we should not put the culls on the beef 
market. 

It is not fair to penalize the consumer with low pro- 
ducing cows. Hence the cow testing phase. Then too 
this will induce the man to produce his butterfat quota 
from as few cows as possible, hence as little work as 
possible. 

With all the dairymen in cow testing associations 
they will be close enough together to enable the tester 
to care for two or three small herds daily. There never 
was a beter time than now to get testers. There are hun- 
dreds of capable men who would work for a little more 
than their board. When dairying had been put on a 
profitable basis the cost of testers at a reasonable wage 
would not be prohibitive. 

We believe that with our foreign markets gone it is 
necessary that we have controlled production and that 
dairying can be as easily and perhaps more easily con- 
trolled in a scientific way than most any other phase of 
the industry.

Here is the outline of C. M. Long’s suggested plan to 
control the production of dairy products: 

1. Ascertain from census the number of dairy cows 
of recognized breeds, by states. 

2. Determine the production per cow by states. 

3. Allot to each county in each state its share of 
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butterfat production, based on the number of cows two 
years old or older, of recognized dairy breeds, both pure 
breds and grades. 

4. Let each farmer with cows of a recognized dairy 
breed establish his base by months. These figures to 
be the butterfat sold by him in the last two years. 

5. Put a processing tax of — cents on all butterfat 
purchased by a processing plan regardless of the use 
to which it is put. One third of this to be charged to 
the producer selling the product and two thirds to be 
paid by the processing plant. Put the same processing 
tax on all butter substitutes and all products colored 
and/or salted in the semblance of butter. Adjust this 
tax monthly. 

6. Pay to each dairy producer mostly the amount of the 
tax based on his quota less his proportional part of the 
exportable surplus. 

7. The tax to be collected at the processing plant 
and forwarded to the treasury. Each check that is 
given for a product that contains butterfat to carry a 
coupon showing by whom bought and the amount of 
the butterfat contained in the product bought. This 
coupon to be removed by the dairyman receiving the 
check and sent to the secretary of his County Dairy 
Products Control Association. The same to consti- 
tute his claim for benefit payment. 

9. Each dairyman entering into this plan to be re- 
quired to place his herd under federal supervision both 
as regards tuberculosis and Bang’s disease. The dairy- 
man to receive a bounty sufficient to pay him for all 
loss on reactors. 

Permit the sale of unprofitable cows on the same 
terms for a short time. All animals sold as reactors or 
as unprofitable to go into tankage or fertilizer. 

10. No adjustment to be made to any farmer after 
the first eighteen months on any herd averaging less 
than two hundred pounds butterfat per cow per year, 
on cows two years old or over, as shown by the records 
of a regularly organized herd improvement association. 


The above herd average to be subject to gradual increase 
from year to year.

Prof. Kildee briefly discussed inbreeding and 
line breeding and outcrossing in his unusual interesting 
manner. Frank Pellissier, the peppy manager of the 
Pellissier herd, and E. E. Freeman, both past state presi- 
dents, gave reports on the 1933 National Holstein con- 
vention. Prof. W. W. Regan and Extension Dairyman 
G. E. Gordon both spoke briefly, stressing the import- 
ance of a clear cut breeding program at this time. 

H. A. Mathiesen, western representative of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America, reviewed the ex- 
tension program of the past year and made recom- 
mendations for the 1934 program. R. E. Longwell, 
superintendent of the Millbrae Dairy, Millbrae, and sec- 
retary of the state association, announced plans for the 
1934 annual meeting which will be held in the spring 
at the University of California Agricultural College, 
Davis.

experiments, the vitamin A content of the cream separated 
from this milk will also vary. It seems likely that as the 
percentages of fat in these milks approach each other the 
difference in the vitamin A content of the cream separated 
from them would disappear. 

Editor’s Note: After reading this manuscript, we propounded 
two questions to Prof. Hathaway. First was in regard to 
standardization—“Does upward standardization of Holstein 
milk with Holstein cream increase or decrease the Vitamin A 
potency as compared with natural milk of the same content 
from Jersey cows?’’ The other was in regard to Vitamin A 
potency of cream from natural 3% Holstein milk and natural 
4% Holstein milk. Prof. Hathaway has replied to these queries 
by personal letter from which we quote, to supplement further 
the information given in this paper: 

“Our results showed that the standardization of but- 
terfat content of milk by the addition of separated milk, 
which contained only a small quantity of fat, reduced the 
vitamin A potency of the milk. We have no data to 
show the effect of standardization by the addition of 
cream, upon the vitamin A potency of milk. However, it 
seems quite likely that if normal Holstein milk containing 
3.5% fat is standarized to 5% by the addition of Holstein 
cream derived from this 3.5% Holstein milk, it would 
contain more vitamin A. 

“We have no data regarding the vitamin A potency of 
cream from natural 3% and natural 4% Holstein milk.” 
A further experiment covering this last question might help 

to throw further light on this interesting question.

Book is now printed as originally designed by me; and 
since it was only through an arbitarary act of a Board 
of Officers that any mention of production records in 
terms other than butter-fat ever appeared in that book, 
I do not think that such appearance should give any 
support or comfort to the ‘‘butter’’ advocates. 

Among those who understand the matter, I do not 
think that it is of any importance whether records are 
stated in terms of butter or of fat; but there are apt to 
be some who may misunderstand. It would be better 
for all concerned to unite in the use of fat in all adver- 
tising and in catalogues. Butter at the best would 
mean little, as it is not constant in its constituent parts; 
while our “equivalent butter” is a dishonest measure of 
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production honestly made. Fat is stable as a measure, 
not elastic; while butter may be loaded with moisture. 
Every dairy farmer, whether or not a Holstein-Friesian 
man, is now posted on butterfat; and taken as a whole, 
the number who think in terms of. “butter” is small 
indeed. Such thinking had its day a generation ago, 
and should now be laid away with other has-beens and 
antiques. The present generation is modern; and mod- 
ern terms are better understood and are far more satis- 
factory.

met him at Eastern States and asked him to send us a report of the Holstein show at 


Vermont State Fair, which is also the Rutland County Fair. 


Following is his story, 


just as he sent it in, without editing. We believe Bill has the makin’s of a real 


Holstein reporter. What do you think? 


At the Vermont State Fair held 
at Rutland, Vermont, September 4-9, 
five good herds shared the prize 
money with Newmont Farm, R. E. 
Eddy, owner, Poultney, Vermont, 
winning twelve firsts, four seconds 
and one third. Orin A. Thomas & 
Sons, Rutland, Vermont, collected 
one first, six seconds, and two thirds. 
William A. Weeks, North Clarendon, 
Vermont, pulled down one blue, two 
reds, and three thirds, in addition 
to making a clean sweep of the 4-H 
show. Tyler Farms, West Newbury, 
Vermont, won two firsts, and one 
each of second and third, all on the 
offspring of their outstanding two- 
year-old bull, Montvic Posch Rag 
Apple. W. J. Burke, Rutland, Ver- 
mont, broke through for a second 
and two thirds. Eddy took Grand 
Champion female with Trixy Ormsby 
Beets, famous show cow and World’s 
champion producer, as well as Jun- 
ior Champion bull with her yearling 
son. Thomas showed his aged bull 
Hurlwood Walker Sir Boon through 
to Senior and Grand Champion, 
while Tyler Farms rescued the Jun- 
ior Championship for females with 
their sensational calf, a daughter of 
the Montvic bull. 


There was no aged bull class as 
Thomas had the only entry, so the 
first class to come before Judge 
Macon H. Campbell was the two- 
year-old bulls. Eddy’s Man-O-War 
Challenger finally won over the mam- 
moth Montvic Posch Rag Apple, be- 
ing a trifle better through the front 
end. 


Eddy’s son of Trixy Ormsby Beets 
won the combined yearling class 
over Weeks’ son of Sir Inka May, 
Carnation Inka Homestead, a junior 
yearling, the winner having a little 
more style, especially through the 
head although not as good in the 
rear end. 


The senior calf class was quite 
plain with Eddy, Howard Davison, a 
4-H boy, and W. J. Burke, placing 
in that order. 


Tyler Farms had it easy with 
their beautiful little junior calf. 
Watch him as a yearling in 1934. 
Burke was in second, being the only 
other entry.

Boon won the senior purple and then 
took the Grand award from Eddy’s 
yearling bull. 

Eddy had a field day with his 
aged cows, winning first on Trixy 
Ormsby Beets, second on Alline Segis 
Ormsby, with Thomas’ crowding 
Newmont Ormsby Bell out of the 
money with his milky looking fpour- 
year-old. Pancha Segis Ormsby, 
first at Eastern States and New York 
State fair last fall, was in fifth, for 
Eddy. 

William Weeks won the three- 
year-old division with Spot Adiron- 
dac Prilly, beating the Thomas entry 
on class and finish. The winner was 
first two-year-old at this show in 
1932. 

In the two-year-old class, Eddy 
took first and second on a pair of 
his well known ‘‘Tobby Hill’’ heifers, 
with Evangeline Adirondac Queen, 
Weeks’ 4-H winner, in third posi- 
tion. 

Eddy and Thomas staged a real 
battle with their senior yearlings. 
Eddy finally took the blue on his 
heifer, she being better through the 
head and neck but backing some- 
what in stretch where the Thomas 
heifer was very outstanding. 

Tyler Farms had little trouble in 
winning the calf class with a beau- 
tiful daughter of the .wuwontvic bull 
as well as crowding Newmont Man- 
O-War Frisky for second with an- 
other daughter. 

Eddy had a sensational junior calf 
in first above Dicky Thomas’ 4-H 
winner, while Weeks took third with 
one sweet calf that would win in an 
ordinary year. 


When it came to Senior and Grand 
Champion, nothing stood in the way 
for Trixy Ormsby Beets and _ she 
made it two straight by taking the 
award. The sensational Tyler Farms 
calf nosed out Eddy’s senior yearling 
for the junior purple. 


Eddy won all the groups with 
Thomas second with the exception of, 
the breeders young herd, where Bill 
Weeks lost to Newmont on a decision 
that could have gone either way.

NEW MASSACHUSETTS MILK 
REGULATIONS 


Good news for Holstein breeders 
who wish to retail their own product, 
will be found in the new “milk grades” 
regulations in Massachusetts, to be 
announced shortly. 


While the exact wording of the rul- 
ing is not yet avalaible, reliable 
sources inform us that there will be 
a provision for a grade of “special’’ 
milk, between certified and Grade A. 
The requirements, we are told, for 
“special” milks shall be largely based 
on cleanliness, rigid inspection, and 
low bacteria counts, with no specified 
butterfat content required, which all 
“special” milks shall be largely based 
except, of course, that all milk must 
meet the present State minimum of 
3.35%. 


Under the proposed regulation for 
“special” milk, a breeder of any breed 
will be permited to label his milk with 
the breed name and market it under 
the provisions for this grade, so long 
as he states the minimum butterfat 
percentage of his milk on the cap of 
each bottle, and meets the rigid sani- 
tary requirements. 


Representatives of the National, 
New England, and Massachusetts Hol- 
stein-Friesian Associations who spoke 
for this provision at a hearing by the 
Massachusetts Milk Regulation Board 
at the Capitol in Boston on Thursday, 
October 26, were: E. A. Baker, 
Exeter, N. H. Vice President of our 
National Association; Edward Shat- 
tuck, Andover, Mass.; Dr. F. N. Strick- 
land, Providence, R.I.; George F. 
Smith, Barre, Mass., President of the 
Massachusetts Association, and Allen 
N. Crissey of Springfield. Others 
who contacted with the Board by let- 
ter were Frank P. Knowles, Auburn, 
Mass.; Thos E. Elder, Mt. Hermon, 
Mass.; Houghton Seaverns, Brattle- 
boro, Vt., Secretary of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America; John 
G. Ellis, Lee, Mass., and Mrs. Waldo S. 
Kellogg, Derby, Conn., President of 
the New England Holstein-Friesian 
Association. 


The Holstein representatives de- 
plored the tendency in Massachusetts 
and many other sections to require 
even higher butterfat percentage in 
market milk, and expressed the belief 
that the dealer’s dream of sales ad- 
vantage through 4% milk would lose 
its effectiveness as soon as his com- 
petitors attained the same fat level. 
At that point, the farmers would un- 
doubtedly be deprived of the bonus 
now paid for 4% milk and on the 
other hand, the consumers would be 
drinking milk in no larger quartities 
than they are today. Who would be 
benefitted? Certainly not the farmer, 
for his cost of production would be 
higher. The valuable properties of 
Holstein milk other than the fat were 
also brought to the attention of the 
Board.

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The 45th Earlville Sale 


The forty-fifth event in the long 
series of sales held at Earlville, New 
York, and sponsored by A. Austin 
Backus, Mexico, New York, took place 
on October 10 and 11. One hundred 
sixty-five head were purchased by 
eighty-four New York breeders for an 
average of $84.13. The sale was con- 
sidered reasonably successful al- 
though the current recession in milk 
prices for this district was a some- 
what dampening influence. A num- 
ber of very good prices were paid for 
both cows and bulls, these going up 
to $330 for cows and $315 for bulls, 
with several others above the $150 
mark. 


The top female of the sale was pur- 
chased by Ceylon R. Snider, Fillmore, 
New York, well known New York Calf 
Club member, this being Misbell Lady 
Winterthur, consigned by Winterthur 
Farms, and selling for $330. She is a 
daughter of Winterthur Bess Ormsby 
Donsegis, one of the Gold Medal Win- 
terthur sires, and has a four-year-old 
record in Class C of 496.5 lbs. fat, 
13,285.3 lbs. milk. On the dam’s side, 
she cames of Bell Farm breeding, 
being a daughter of Bell Farm Bakker 
with 867.4 lbs. fat as a four-year-old, 
granddaughter of King Valdessa 
through her sire and Colantha Jo- 
nanna Champion through her dam. 


Winterthur Farms also consigned 
the top bull of the sale, Posch Dad 
Boast Nomad, a December calf sired 
by King Posch Ormsby of Winterthur, 
son of DeCreamCo Calamity Posch, 
and out of a good daughter of Jemima 
Riverside Boast Ormsby Dad now on 
test in Class C. The records of his 
six nearest dams average 947.44 lbs. 
fat, 25,681 lbs. milk, average test 
3.62%. He goes to the herd of R. M. 
Thompson, Heuvelton, New York, at 
$315. 


Elmwood Farms, Deerfield, Ill., con- 
signed King Bessie Ormsby Pietertje 
68th, son of King Bessie Ormsby Pie- 
tertje and out of Craig-A-Lee Princess 
Abbekerk, Canadian bred cow with a 
two-year-old record of 674 lbs. fat, 16,- 
893 lps. milk, a former championship 
record on 2-time milking. He was 
purchased by Homer F. Baker, Rich- 
field Springs. New York, for $275. 


The $275 figure was also reached on 
a four-year-old heifer consigned by 
Winterthur, this being Winterthur 
Great Duobess Jega, daughter of Win- 
terthur Bess Ormsby Great. She has 
a three-year-old record of 530.6 Ibs. 
fat at three years. She was pur- 
chased by Blount Lumber Company, 
Lacona, New York, one of the good 
buyers in the sale, taking in all six 
head. 


Major Leonard Posch, a yearling 
son of King Colantha Netherland 
Posch (he by Count Colantha Paul 
Posch) and cut of Lauderdale Lilly 
Posch, an 800-lb. fat four-year-old 
double granddaughter of North Star 
General Champion, was purchased 
from the Yates Farms, Orchard Park, 
New York, consignment at $200 by 
Linn Hockenbery, Sussex, New York. 
Another son of King Colantha Nether- 
land Posch out of a 759-lb. fat dam 
went to L. H. Stratton, Oxford, N. Y., 


for $150, being consigned by Mr. 
Yates. Another son of this same bull 
and out of Grovene Ormsby Korndyke, 
a good individual with 755.6 lbs. fat, 
19,464.4 lbs. milk, went to Norris B. 
Haller, Lafargeville, N. Y., for $175. 


The 119 females in milk made an 
average of $87.28. Eight with S. O. 
records averaged $127.81, 28 with C. 
T. A. records averaged $81.51, seven 
from dams with S. O. records aver- 
aged $98.57, 14 from dams with C. T. 
A. records averaged $84.07, and 62 un- 
tested and from untested dams aver- 
aged $84.11. Heifers under 2 years of 
age sold up to $110 with a general 
average of around $40. Bulls from S. 
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O. dams averaged $150.91, with four- 
teen others from C. T. A. dams and 
untested dams averaging $60. Col. 
George W. Baxter, of Elmira, New 
York, did the selling with Mr. Backus 
in the box.

heifers probably composed the best 
class of the show. Merle Ifert, who 
won the yearling class also won this 
class with his heifer, Rolo Bonnie 
Susan, a very nicely turned young 
thing who, with her twin sister, Rolo 
Bonnie Janett, was the second prize 
produce of dam. Paul Horine’s 
heifer, Anna Ormsby Jewel Almount 
was second but could have been an 
easy winner had she been fitted bet- 
ter for the event. Chas. Ifert, an- 
other 4-H club boy, stood third 
with one of his good heifers and 
Louis Ahalt with Jewel Korndyke 
Vale Almount was fourth. 

An added feature of this field day 
was a production class for cows 
which had produced 350 lbs. fat or 
the equivalent. These records were 
yearly records and were made either 
in Dairy Herd Improvement Asso- 
ciation or Herd Test. In judging 
this class the records of each cow 
in the class were in the hands of 
the clerk. The class was then 
placed and each cow given a rank- 
ing by the judge. The final placing 
was arrived at by a total score on 
production and placing. In secur- 
ing the production score 100 points 
were allowed for the cow which had 
met the requirements of 350 Ibs. 
with an additional five points for 
each pound above the requirements. 
Following is a table showing the 
score of each animal in the order 
placed. It will be noted that the 
cow which received the highest rat- 
ing from the standpoint of type was 
fourth in the final placing when the 
record was taken into consideration. 
This class was more or less of an 
experiment at this field day but 
seemed to work out very satisfac- 
torily.

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Make Your Cows Profitable 


SURVEY made on 2,500 cows 
A from 22 Iowa cow testing asso- 

ciations covering a period of 
1926 to 1931 shows that there is an 
interval of (fifteen months) 454.9 days 
between calving dates. It is surpris- 
ing how many breeders think their 
cows produce annually. A cow should 
produce a healthy living calf every 12 
months. ‘T’his is the greatest loss to 
breeders and it can be prevented by 
breeders themselves with very little 
expense. Thousand of breeders are do- 
ing it. About twenty percent of the 
feed bill can be saved. Any average 
breeder can learn how to do it. After 
the cow has a calf she should be ex- 
amined at the right time so as to cor- 
rect abnormal condition before she 
get chronic. She can easily be put in 
a breeding condition at that time with 
only a few treatments. If that cow is 
permitted to run her natural course 
she is very liable to lose several 
months or finally go to the butcher. 
Another cow may refuse to come in 
heat for several months or much 
longer. Ths cow can be brought into 
heat and bred at the proper time. If 
a cow refuses to settle at the right 
time a few treatments of the right 
kind will put this cow or heifer back 
into breeding ranks in the annual 
class. The heifer that might enter 
the prostitute class is easily handled 
at just the right time. Diagnosing 
pregnancy at the right time is very 
important. Very frequently a cow will 
have a false heat period she is served 
and has no further heat period but 
fails to produce which means many 
months of lost time. If the cow is not 
with calf a few treatments will bring 
her in heat so she will not lose any 
time. There is only one safe sure 
method of diagnosing pregnancy. This 
is the only method that should ever 
be used and when properly done no 
damage will follow. Any cow on 
heavy production should have some 
attention in advance of the intended 
breeding date. Nearly all of these 
cows regardless of feed or manage- 
nent can be prepared so they will 
settle at a particular time. This plan 
can also be employed when calves are 
wanted at a certain date either for 
lactation or show purposes. A cow 
properly handled can be made to settle 
to order. Fifteen months between 
calving dates is too long to be profit- 
abl If a cow would give a good flow 
of milk along with a slight rest and 
deliver a calf annually there would be 
a decided profit in both milk and 
calves. This loss of timeinthe average 
herd is terrific. Feed and other un- 
necessarv expenses cuts the profits. 
The new Chronic Barren Cow Treat- 
ment which has been in use several 
vears, we believe is the greatest of all 
breeding discoveries An army of men 
are now using it to redeem cows that 
were sentenced to die after having 
all other known treatments tried with- 
out results. These cows are now in 
the breeding ranks producing with 
regularity. Breeders are settling about 
9) per cent of the so-called barren 
cows of the breeding age that have 
not been ruined by former treatments. 
It would be interesting to have a list 


of the names and numbers of the 


great cows which were given up as 
hopeless after everything else had 
failed. The chronic barren cow will 
require a treatment each week for 
ten straight weeks. The cow and the 
breeder being at the same place only 
requires 20 minutes for each treat- 
ment. A breeder could not treat 
barren cows for others as it would 
require too many trips but he can 
treat his own with practically no ex- 
pense or time. 


After the barren cows are settled 
then the above program should be put 
into effect so that dairy cows would 
produce annually and the beef cows 
eleven months. This work must be 
done by the breeder or the herdsman 
who is with the cattle daily.

The barren cow treatment is prac- 
tically the same treatment given in 
the program of keeping the cows and 
heifers breeding annually. This sim- 
plifies teaching breeders and herds- 
men how to do this work themselves.

At the 
School cows are killed and hung up 
in a sianding position with the sides 
open so that the student can see and 
feel these organs with his naked 
hands.

H. Buss, Superintendent of the 
North Dakota Holstein Breeding Cir- 
cuit Association, with headquarters at 
New Salem, N. D., sends us a report 
showing the splendid progress that 
has been made by this association in 
the improvement of the breed. The 
report includes a list of eighteen Hol- 
steins, owned by ten different mem- 
bers of the association, with cow test- 
ing records averaging 512.7 lbs. fat 
from 13,331.1 lbs. milk, average test 
3.85%. Only two of the eighteen rec- 
ords were for the full 365 days, eleven 
were from 200 to 305 days and three 
were under 200 days. Eleven of the 
cows were milked three times a day 
for periods ranging from 72 to 195 
days, the balance of these records 
being entirely on two-time milking 
and according to Mr. Buss with only 
ordinary pasture and stanchion care, 
mostly with no grain while on pas- 
ture. All but three of the cows are 


safe in calf again, Mr. Buss writes, 
and due to freshen this fall or winter. 
Only one of the eighteen records was 
below 400 Ibs. fat, that one being for 
only 188 days, three ranged from 609 
to 647 lbs. fat and seven others were 
above 500 lbs. fat. 
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Some Pennsylvania Fairs 


Pennsylvania has no state fair but 
instead has the famous Farm Prod- 
ucts Show in January and concen- 
trates On many good county fairs 
during the fall season. This year, 
far as Holsteins were concerned, the 
two outstanding fairs in Pennsyl- 
vania were Reading and Blooms- 
burg, according to the best of our 
information. The Reading Fair was 
reported in our issue of October 7, 
Lauxmont Farm having grand cham- 
pion bull (King of Lauxmont) and 
also taking junior championship on 
a senior yearling heifer.

Wayne County had forty head of 
Holsteins on exhibition from five 
herds of the county, R. H. Olmstead 
of Pennsylvania College doing the 
judging. E. H. Blake of Honesdale 
won the aged ‘bull class with Mode- 
lyne King Burke Piebe, a son of the 
famous Triune Lady Burke and with 
another K. P. O. P. cross on the 
sire’s side. Second was Osborndale 
Sir Julius Fayne, a grandson of Sir 
Inka May owned by Chester Rickard 
of Honesdale. Both bulls have been 
purchased during the past three 
years. Mr. Blake also had first prize 
three-year-old heifer and first prize 
herd, while Mr. Rickard had first 
prize aged cow and first prize senior 
heifer calf. E. E. Kinsman of Hones- 
dale won the Get of Sire class and 
had the first prize two-year-old bull, 
junior bull calf, junior heifer calf, 
yearling heifer and _ two-year-old 
heifer. Jay Decker of, Preston Park 
had first in the senior bull calf class 
on a grandson of King Ormsby 
Ideal, recently purchased by W. D.
